DESERT 


By D o n A d m iral, 
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W hen a warm rain falls upon a 
heavy pack of snow on the m oun­ 
tains, storm w aters are sure to rush 
down upon the land below. A nyone 
who had given a m om ent of intelli­ 
gent thought to the situation s u r­ 
rounding Palm Springs knew th a t t 
was only a m atter of days u n til this 
combination 
brought 
the 
stream s 
booming down u p o n us. 
But how 
fortunate Palm Springs h as 
been: 
just a little damage, much excite­ 
m ent and rem aining with us is the 
desert sunshine. 


W hile watching storm waters 
rush down a desert wash it is 
quite easy to misjudge the depth 
of the water due to the deceiv­ 
ing appearance of the geyser- 
waves. A geyser-wave is a pecu­ 
liar form assumed by the sand­ 
laden waters. 
A t some point in 
the bed of the wash the water 
becomes impeded, possibly by a 
large rock or brush, causing the 
water to move 
into 
a 
wave 
which, by this action, accum u­ 
lates sand, forcing 
the 
water 
higher in the air, creating 
a 
wave effect w ith a geyser-like 
eruption within it. 
O ne geyser- 
wave seems to breed another, 
and so on, until there is a whole 
school of them spouting away, 
gaining m om entum and height 
until suddenly the load of sand 
becomes too 
heavy 
and 
the 
whole collection fiatens out as 
if swept out of existence 
by, 
S' m e unseen force w iping aw ay 
the crests. 


Now water ordinarily a foot in 
depth can create geyser-waves six 
feet in height and the person w ho 
does not know this will often esti­ 
mate the depth of the water at many 
times its real depth. 
W ater tw o feet 
deep will form geyser-waves to a 
height of as much 
as 
eight 
feet 
which seems to he near the limit 
of height. 
It is quite easy to esti 
mate the height o f the geyser-wave 
to be much greater than it actually 
is. 
If an accurate estim ate is made 
one must steady him self and make 
an effort to sec the waves in their 
true proportions as the spectacular 
effect of the geyser-wave can easily 
cause a person to lose his calm judg­ 
ment. 


Possibly you have never stop­ 
ped to consider the question of 
what became of all the water 
that came down from the m oun­ 
tains last Saturday night. 
For­ 
tunately it does not keep 
on 
flowing in great 
volume 
but 
gradually sinks into the desert 
sands to become 
underground 
water and later to find its way 
down the sands of 
the 
great 
trough to remain in storage un­ 
til man brings it to the surface 
through wells. 


Running w ater is a powerful ero­ 
sive agent that works away at the 
surface of the earth, gradually re­ 
ducing high m ountains to low hills 
or even plains. T he sand and gravel 
on the highway was washed down 
from high places. 
T he next storm 


w ill move it a little farther. 
R un­ 
ning w ater works incessantly, carry­ 
ing the land into the oceans. 
It is 
estimated it carries into the oceans 
about one foot of the earth s surface 
in about eight thousand years.

He suggested Cath 
edral City should com prise one prec­ 
inct, section 14 (the thickly-populated 
area of the Indian reservation anoth­ 
er: section 2.r», com prising T ahquitz 
Desert E states. Palm Canyon E states. 
Sm oke Tree Ranch and Ara by 
to 
fonn another, and Pa'lm Springs prop­ 
er to be divide<] into two precincts 
with Alejo Road the dividing line. 
Mr. Shannon stated th at 
election 
boards have had to work about 
30 
hours to count the votes in the two 
precincts heretofore com prising 
this 
area, and th at It would he extrem ely 
difficult to secure election boards in 
the future unless the d istrict is divid­ 
ed into more and sm aller precincts. 
His recom m endations w ere adopted 
unanim ously by the board and lie was 
instructed to tak e the m atter up w ith 
the county hoard of supervisors, who 
have the auth o rity 
to 
m ake 
the 
changes. 
Mr. Shannon 
slated 
the 
supervisors could set up the m achin­ 
ery to form the five pecincts before 
the April elections.

The new road would connect 
with the presen t state highw ay n ear 
the Chino Canyon bridge northw est of 
town. Thus th e present state highw ay 
through town would be returned to the 
jcounty for m aintenance and the state 
i highway would be the new ly const ruct- 
| ed road. 
' 
D irectors voiced the opinion 
th at 
the state should rep air the washed- 
out road to C athedral City before con­ 
structing the new highway. 
It was 
said the board of supervisors. County 
Engineer A. C. Ful m or and S late E n ­ 
gineer E. Q. Sullivan, all approve th e 
plan. 
Secretary Shannon stated th a t tho 
proposal is being considered to s ta rt 
the new highway eight m iles south of 
Coachella, following a straight course 
to Indian W ells on the Palm Spriugs- 
Indio road, following the present road 
to the one of the two points of diver­ 
sion m entioned above. 
Thus the new 
highway would rem ain on the 
west 
side of the W hitew ater 
wash 
and 
there would be no th reat from 
that 
source. 
Secretary Shannon was authorized 
to select his own com m ittee to pre­ 
sent the m atter to the proper state 
and county authorities and thus se­ 
cure speedy action on the plan as out­ 
lined.

Quackenbush to 
Remain Here; 
Enforces Law 


H. H. Q uackenbush. governm ent en­ 
forcem ent officer in charge of the lo­ 
cal Indian reservation, is to rem ain 
in charge here until July 1st. accord­ 
ing to notice he received from the In­ 
dian Bureau yesterday. 
Mr. Q uackenbush took charge here 
on January 1st and has done excellent 
work straightening out a very complex 
situation which has had no precedent 
in annals of the Indian Bureau. Under 
his adm inistration the Indians are as-, 
sured 
rem uneration divided equally 
am ong all m em bers of the tribe, and 
leases of Indian lands to w hites have 
been put 011 a substantial 
business 
basis, protecting lessees as well as 
lessors, thus increasing revenue from 
that source. 
The reservation is also 
being rapidly rid of all objectionable 
features, such as 
unsanitary 
condi­ 
tions, im proper housing, and undesir­ 
able tenants. 
A num ber of arrests 
have 
been 
m ade and violators have been 
fined 
heavily or im prisoned. 
Yesterday Mr. 
Q uackenbush reported that he had re­ 
ceived word from Captain J. Allison

Palm Canyon 
Open to Public 
Tomorrow 


Palm Canyon will be open to visi­ 
tors tom orrow. (S aturday) according 
to H. H. Quackenbush. federal agent 
in charge of the local Indian reser­ 
vation. 
Indian workm en under the 
direction of Mr. Q uackenbush - went 
to work im m ediately a fte r the rain 
storm to repair the roads damaged by 
flood w aters. 
Four miles of the Palm Canyon 
road w ere com pletely washed out by 
the flood resulting from ten inches 
of warm rainfall 
Saturday on the 
deep snows of th e m ountains at the 
headw aters of the canyon. 
More than 
five inches fell in the canyon. 
Mr. 
Quackenbush was the first to go up 
the canyon after the flood Sunday 
morning and he had a difficult tim e 
reaching those who were marooned 
in the canyon. 
Yesterday Mr. Q uackenoush had a 
conference in 
Riverside 
with Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Donald Conley, head 
of the W.P.A. and sought W .P i\. 
aid to construct an entirely new and 
paved road along the survey made by 
the county som e tim e ago. from the 
end of the present pavem ent to the 
Palm Canyon bench. 
He also discus­ 
sed the m atter w ith E ngineer Paul 
Jones of the Indian B ureau’s road de­ 
partm ent. who stated he would m ake 
ipplication im m ediately to the W.P.A. 
and that from six to eight weeks 
would be required to go through all 
prelim inary steps before 
the w ork 
ould be started.

Am os ’n Andy 
Disclose Identity 
of Little Girl 
Who is Andy’s little girl, and who 
is Ruby, on the Amos ’n’ Andy pro­ 
gram? 
This question has been asked so 
many times that a reporter for this 
newspaper took it upon himself to find 
out. He asked Freeman Gosden and 
Charles Correll (Amos and Andy to 
you), who are at El Mirador for a 
two month’s vacation. 
Andy’s little girl with the sweet 
childish voice, and Ruby, the wife of 
Amos, are one and the same girl. Her 
name is Miss Elinor Harriot, of Chi­ 
cago, a charming young lady in her 
early twenties, and she is also staying 
at El Mirador. Female roles were 
taken by three different women while 
Amos ’n’ Andy were in Chicago, but 
it was found that Miss Harriot could 
take all the parts so perfectly that she 
was engaged to accompany the two 
most famous characters of radio to 
Palm Springs. She even takes the 
part of Ai badella, infant child of Ruby 
and Amos, and does the cooing and 
crying of the child on the radio pro­ 
grams. 
Miss Harriot has had wide expe­ 
rience, having been on four important 
serial radio programs in Chicago. 
The nightly Amos n’ Andy program 
is broadcast from three different stu­ 
dios, requiring seven switches during 
the 15-minute broadcast, yet the radio 
listener has the impression that all 
the participants are in the same room.

$1,000 per day for a private wire from 
Texas towns to the nearest radio sta­ 
tion. 


Famous Woman 
Flier of Estonia 
Is Guest Here 
Miss Elvy Kalep, first woman flier 
of Estonia, writer and artist, is a 
guest in Palm Springs of Mrs. Clema 
Granger, herself a noted pilot. 
Miss Kalep will speak before the 
Banning Union high school student 
body and the Banning Kiwanis Club 
next Friday. 
Miss Kalep is a lovely young lady, 
and has had a brilliant career. Daugh­ 
ter and only child of a wealthy Eston­ 
ian bridge designer and manufacturer, 
she early in life developed a love for 
travel and speed. She was in Russia 
during the revolution and witnessed 
the first killings of the Bolshevik up­ 
risings. She was in China for six 
years and is a personal friend of 
Marshal Chang Hsuey-Liang, former 
ruler of Manchuria, who kidnaped Gen­ 
eral Ching-Kai-Check, Chinese war 
lord. 
Miss Kalep speaks seven languages; 
Estonian, German, French, English, 
Russian, Spanish and Chinese, 
the 
first five of which she speaks fluently 
and can make herself understood in 
the two latter. 
As a child she took up bicycling, 
then motoring, ice yachting and avia­ 
tion, always looking for more speed 
and thrills. She learned to fly in 
1931, and became the first woman flier 
of Estonia, then received a license in 
Germany, and later became a pilot on 
the Royal Dutch Airlines, flying the 
mail between Holland and Cairo, 
Egypt. 
Miss Kalep is a friend of Anthony 
Fokker, who advised her to study avia­ 
tion in Germany. Her uncle is the 
inventor and manufacturer of Kalep 
motors, used extensively in aviation 
in northern Europe. He purchased 
the airplanes used in the Paris Expo 
sition and from this beginning became 
an airplane motor manufacturer. Thus 
the girl became interested in aviution. 
However, her greatest hobby is writ­ 
ing and painting and she has just pub­ 
lished the first of a series of books on 
aviation, entitled “Flying Air Babies.” 
These books are published for very 
small children, to be read to them by 
their mothers, and are illustrated with 
23 full-page four-color plates, painted 
by Miss Kalep herself. Amelia Ear- 
hart wrote the foreword. The books 
have been adopted by four public 
schools in this country, and the Los 
Angeles board of education is now 
considering the introduction of them 
in the schools of Los Angelos. 
Her art work met with such popular 
demand in Los Angeles that she was 
prevailed 
upon 
to 
decorate the 
anaesthetic and operating rooms of 
the Los Angeles Orthopedic hospital, 
which she did. 
M iss Kalep was interviewed by a 
reporter of this newspaper in Palm 


Springs on Tuesday of this week, 
where she is a guest at El Mirador 
Hotel and of Mrs. Clema Granger, 
widow of the famous Jim Granger who 
lost his life in the London to Mel­ 
bourne flight. Mrs. Granger, who is 
international vice-president of the "99 
Club,” an organization consisting only 
of women fliers, will accompany Miss 
Kalep to Banning, as will Miss Peggy 
Gilliland, a flier who piloted a plane 
in the first transcontinental air race 
in which women participated. Miss 
Kalep and Miss Gilliland are both 
members of the 99 Club, and Miss Gil­ 
liland at present is Los Angeles Times 
correspondent in Palm Springs. 
The reporter of this newspaper saw' 
press comments of Miss Kalep’s lec­ 
tures, newspaper club leaders report­ 
ing that her lectures are among the 
most interesting and thrilling of the 
clab programs. She recently appear­ 
ed before the Hi-Hatters Club of San 
Diego, and the San Diego Union the 
following morning reported the lecture 
was the best the club had ever heard, 
devoting the larger part of a page to 
photographs of Miss Kalep and com­ 
ments on the lecture.

Palm Springs Public Library is now 
located in the Plaza block (extrem e 
southern part, facing Palm Canyon 
Drive), and invites your inspection. 
Although the library is free to the 
public and maintained exclusively for 
its benefit, it is supported by private 
funds. 
These funds, 
unfortunately, 
are wholly inadequate to insure the 
perm anence of the library; it is neces­

Palm Canyon Open Crash Kills 
Man on 
(Continued From First Page) 
of white men to assist the Indians in 
repairing the road. 
Andreas Canyon road was undam­ 
aged and remains in good condition 
for automobile traffic. Both the Des­ 
ert Inn and El Mirador had picnic 
parties there Tuesday afternoon. 
Following is a good description of 
the flood in Palm Canyon by Arthur 
Harrold. fire guard of the canyon, 
who has been stationed there for the 
past ten years. 
He went through 
the Hood of 1927. Here Is his story: 
"Palm Canyon was .damaged very; 
little by the recent flood, for only a j 
dozen palms were uprooted 
and! 
washed out. In the 
1927 flood we 
lost over 20Ü of the large palms front 
the first mile of the canyon. After 
my harrowing experience published in 
the Riverside Enterprise under date 
of February 19. 1927. 1 was not caught 
unaware, conditions this year being 
almost identical with those of 192.. 
I laid in a supply of groceries, enough 
to last several days and when the 
rain came I told my wife, "This is 
it." We had about five and one-half 
inches of rain at the canyon. The 
warm rain melted the deep snow in 
the canyon water shed. This caused 
the water to rise rapidly. Palm Can­ 
yon and the west fork were soon rag­ 
ing torrents. The height of 
the 
flood was about ten p.m. Saturday. 
We lay awake most of the night lis­ 
tening to the pounding of logs and 
huge boulders being carried down 
stream by the flood. 
“Sunday morning I climbed over the 
mountain to the south of our house 
to visit Mr. and Mrs. Cregar at the 
Trading Post to assure myself that 
they were safe. During the climb 
I was met by a sudden gale of wind 
which threw me against a large rock 
which 1 grabbed and held to for a 
moment to keep myself from being 
thrown over the cliff. When I hit the 
rock my side was bruised which agi­ 
tated an old ailment contracted in 
the naval service in the Phllllpines 
many years ago. 
“Mr. Quaekenbush. officer in charge 
on the Palm Springs reservation, was 
out bright and early Sunday morning 
as soon as the rain had stopped to 
extend aid to those in distress.
